The Colonial Treasurer asked leave to 
introduce an. ordinance to further amend 
Ordinance No. 6, of 1863, an ordinance to 
regulate the vehicle traffic. As the law 
stood at present there was nothing to limit 
tho number of vehicls, and ‘complaints 
were made on all sides about these jinrick- 
shns crowding the streets, Although there 
was aregulation to provide for stands for 
these machines it was absolutely impossible 
to place them in a linc, as they would go 
from Tai-ping Shan to East Point. Thore 
were more than 900 licenses already, as 
well as 600 chairs, but asthe Ordinancw stood 
the Registrar General was bound to grant 
licenses to evorybody who cagyed ont the 
regulations. Therefore he thought it might 
be necensary to take legislative action in the 
niatter, und therefore he ssked to be 
allowed to bring forward the bill for thé 
purpose of limiting tho number. It was 
proposed that the Governor in Council 
should limit the number of public vehicles, 
and he, the speaker, thought this might 
be effectively done by adding on to the 
amended Ordinance of 1863, the words 
that the Governor in Council might from 
time totime make regulations to limit the 
number of public yehiules. At present le 
had prepared and submitted aan plans of 
anew jinricksha to the owners of jinrick- 
shas, whicli might prevent the neccasity of
